Washington 
were simply get a cat. 
The postmaster got a cat as did 
others and then arose the problem 
of footing the food bill. 
Since there was no food for fed­ 
eral cats item in the budget, instruc­ 
tions were given to take it out of 
miscellaneous, and ever since then 
the post office pussies have been 
living off miscellaneous—some of 
them even getting fat on it.

of the Republic” from - hurch and 
public school song books has been 
indorsed by four other State U. D. 
C. presidents, Mrs. C. W. Daugette. 
Alabama president, said today. 
Tile indorsem ents came from Vir­ 
ginia, W est Virginia, South Carolina 
and Tennessee divisions of the U. D. 
C„ Mrs. Daugette said. 
In a circular letter over her sig­ 
nature, the Alabama division urged 


deletion of the song, describing its 
"whole tenor . . . untrue to the south. 
It is a product of an inflamed mind 
written during the excitem ent of 
war.” 
The letter says in part: 
"This poem represents the sol­ 
diers in gray as heathen nnd bar­ 
barians and the Northern soldiers 
as m inisters of God on their way to 
sm ite the Sout hern hosts. 
We do 
not object to the singing of Yankee 
Doodle or to any other war song of 
the Union Army th a t does not re­ 


flect on the soldiers of the Confed­ 
eracy.” 
She added th at the M aryland U. 
D. C. chapter was to take a position 
on the movement at the next m eet­ 
ing of its board.
